TO THE ELECTORS OF THE CITY OF 
VICTORIA. 


Geyriemex :—An idea of duty prompts me 
on this oceasion to solicit a continuance of 
your trast. 

The proposition to make British Columbia 
in future an integral portion of the Dominion 
of Canada has been reduced to a series of 
definite ‘Terms of Union.” “Upon the elec- 
tors now rests the grave responsibility of de- 
terming whether those terms are suitable, 
sufficient, and calculated to promote the pro- 
gress and prosperity of British Columbia 
hereafter, and whether they will become 
partuers in the weal or woe of Canada, and 
if the answer be in the affirmative, of leading 
her to and becoming part of her, Destiny and 
Future. 

If the choice of a Tariff be, as at present, a 
mere election either of that of Canada or that 
of British Columbia as either exists, I must,in 
order to coincide with you, choose that of 

anada; but, at the sametime, J fear that 

hen the Cunadian Tariff and kxcise Law 
are put in force much injury will accrue 
there from to our farming, brewing and other 
producing interests. The inducements to 
settle upon, clear and cultivate our lands 
will, at least, be diminished, and the benefits 
arising from the Union will neither be so 
great nor so pure as they ought and might be 
made, and probably are by many expected to 
be, ; 
There may, however, be even yet an stom 
of hope that before the terms of Union are 
disposed of, certain amendments of the Tariff 
will be allowed; in that case I ask for dia- 
cretionary power to use that or other con- 
cession for the purpose of preventing, as far 
as possible, the injury likely to accrue to our 
farming and some industrial interests from 


‘the forthcoming revolution, and of making 


the projected public works the means of 
building up and strengthening our own beau- 
tiful country and the Dominion, iastead of 
serving that purpose for a jealous rival. No 
alteration of the terms will be required for 
this purpose. I need scarcely add that the 
prosperity of Victoria and that of our pro- 
ducing interests are intimately connected and 
in some measure dependent upon each other. 

The substitution of a purely representative 
and responsible for the present form of 
Government may be regacded as one of the 
consequences of Confederation. 

The determination of the site for the Ter- 

minus of the Canadian Pacific Railroad must 
depend very much upon the objects the Cana- 
dian Goveroment have in view in undertaking 
such a gigantic work ; the cost and practica- 
bjlity of the various routes, the advantages of 
each for the purpose required. It is probable 
that the main object may be the acquisition 
of an easy, short and expeditious route to 
China and the East through British Territory, 
for the purpose, among others, of British 
and = European commerce; Secondly, for 
domestic, uses, such as the settlement 
of the country, rapidity of communication, 
defeuce and various others: For the purposes 
of commerce the Railway must have its ter- 
mipus at some good seaport converient to the 
Pacific Ocean and superior to that ofits rival 
—the .North Pacific Railway. Vancouver 
Island possesses such sea portsand is in reality 
the ‘‘ seaboard of British Columbia.’’ The 
precise locality of the Terminus, bowever, 
must in reality be settled after the scientific 
survey shall have been completed. The subject 
is of much importance and naturally causes 
considerable interest and concern; but it is 
hoped the friecds ofUnion will take careto see 
Vancouver Island protected in this particular 
and thus prevent it becoming a canse of 
hoetility or hindrance to Confederation, 
- It is but natural that unavoidable, impend- 
ing and radical organic changes, she ettect of 
which upon units cannot be clearly forseen, 
should create in many a teeling of dread and 
distrust of the fature.- That the effect of Con- 
feieration willbe advantageous to some per- 
sons, pluces and interests, and inimical and 
confusing to otbers, is more than probable ; 
but taking the country generally, its present 
condition and Terms of Union combined, 
simultaneously into consideration, Union 
seems caicolated to be beneficial to the coua- 
try, considered ug a whole, if not immediate-~ 
ly, at ieast im the not distant fucure. 

Hoping to retain your confidence and sup- 
port, believe me yours, &c., 

If. after the necessary surveys for the purpese 
of the ruilway shall bave been made, it be found 
impracticable to carry it toand make it ter- 
minate in Vancouver Isjand, then in that case 
a Railway shall be baitl from Victoria and 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo, upon the same terms 
and conditiongas the other portion of gthe 
Railway.’’

As to the very important and interesting 
question of education, I believe it te be the 
duty, as well as the interest of the State to 
provide for the education of its children, and 
that non-sectarian schools adequate to the 
purpose ought to be established and , main- 
tained, and an efficient staff of teachers paid, 
by the Government out of the general revenue 
of the country. 

A tax upon unimproved lands shall bave 
my warmest support. 

A supply of wholesome water for the city 
is urgently required; and I will support any 
practical measure to secure it. 

My interests are identical with yours. I 
earnestly desire to see this city, and the mag- 
nificent country of which it isthe capital, 
prosperous and progressive ; and if you elect 
me as one of your members, I will use my 
best exertions to secure tbat result. :

Showing a deficit of $434, par- 
ticulars of which, in # more detailed form, 
will appear in the Auditor’s report. In ex- 
planation of this deficiency, your committee 
desire to state that a new grand piano was 
purchased during the past year, the estimat- 
ed value of which, itself, would cover that 
amount. The Library:has also been aug- 


meatéd by the addition of 261 volumes, at a | 


cost of $231, and about $100 has been ex- 
peoded in furnitare. 

Yourcommittee would strongly recommend 
the publication of « complete catalogue of 
the works contained io the Library, which 
they are led to believe can be printed free of 
cbarge to the Institute. 

In accordance with the suggestion of our 
predecessors in office, your committee have 
endeavored to encourage the re establisument 


of the Debating Class, formerly so interesting | 


a feature of the Institute. They were unsuc- 
cessful in their efforts, but they would hope 
that during the incoming season this desir- 
able object will be attained, and the Class 
revised for the beuefit of those desiring to 
take part thereiao. 


Your committee have to express their re- 
gretas to the difficulties that we have hitherto 
experienced in collecting the amounts due 
frow @ portion of the subscribers ; aud as the 
Institute is at present-constituted, they are 
powerless to enforce payment. They would, 


therefore, urgently suggest thas en applice- | 


tion be made at the approaching session, tv 
the Legislature, for au Xet of lucurporation, 
in order to remedy this defect. In the sume 
coonection, they would recommend thut a 
Goverumeot grant be applied for, ia su; port 
ot an lostitution of so sseful wud geucral a 
character. Iu-conclusion, your committee 
beg to appeal to the public of Victoria liber- 
ally to sustain, by Hubscription and contri- 
bution of books, avd otherwise, au sssucia- 
tion now so long established, aad which haa 
beea productive of so much good to. strangers 
and the community io geveral.

‘The Responsible People. 

Eprron Sranparp :—Sometimes an 
elective Government is called a Repres- 
entative Government; and so it is in one 
sense, but it is a delusion, because ‘the 
members represent themselves instead of 
their constituents. This cannot very well 
be avoided, for no person could represent 
even a majority of his constituents on all 
the questions which might arise. Some- 
times an elective government is called a 
people’s Government—thongh judging it 
by the work it does, they appear to make 
avery bad use of it, Sometimes an 
elective government is called self-Gov- 
ernment; this I beg leave to dispute, be—- 
cause under an elective government the 
people are governed by others, but under 
self-government every one governs bim- 
self, which is a very different thing, I 
govern myself, and if all the people adopt- 
ed the eame rule, nine-tenths of what is 
called goveroment in the world would 
become useless and onnecessary. Some 
people call an elective Goveroment, a 
responsible. government, but they sre 
entirely mistaken, for the boot is on the 
other leg; becagse whatever blunders the 
government muke, whatever errors they 
commit, whatever public money they 
waste or lose, the people have to bear the 
burden, they have to be accountable ; 
they have to make all good again. Henoo 
it is the people which are responsible to 
the Government—instead of the govern- 
ment being responsible to the people. And 
I should very much like to see some of
